2. Prior to October 29, 2002, the filing date of USSN 60/421,993, the 
provisional application to which the present application claims priority, 
both American Cyanamid Company and BASF Corporation required 
written agreements containing obligations of confidentiality before 
disclosing any DNA-based assay for the presence of the PMl and PM2 
mutations in Brassica napus to any third party. 
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3. American Cyanamid Company and BASF Corporation did not publicly 

disclose, offer to sell, or sell any DNA-based assay for the presence of the 
PMl and PM2 mutations in Brassica napus prior to October 29, 2002.
